A report that a St. Louis 
tavern operator was in an auto- 
mobile with Kenneth Mueller 
when nine bullets were fired 
into the young hoodlum’s car 


Tuesday morning was being in-| * 


vestigated by East St. Louis 
police today. 

Mueller, who was wounded, 
walked into the home of his 
friend, Birney T. (Chick) Havey 


Jr., 9669 Halls Ferry road, 
Jennings, after the shooting. 
The whereabouts since Tuesday 
of Mueller and Havey, whose 
automobile also had been struck 
with bullets, has not been 
learned. 

Meanwhile authorities yecter- 
day questioned Robert Fash, a 
Naval Reserve pilot, who bought 
for Havey the private plane in 
which Havey left from Parks 
Metropolitan Airport on the 
East Side, Tuesday night. 

Fash, a friend of Havey, said 
he took the plane up Tuesday 
afternoon on a brief flight, but 
said he had no knowledge of 
Havey’s flight that night. Au- 
thorities have not been able to 
determine whether anyone was 
with Havey when he left. 

Friend of Havey, Mueller. 

The tavern operator said to 
have been with Mueller at the 
time of the shooting is‘a close 
associate of Mueller and Havey. 
The man has a police record, in- 
cluding a reformatory term for 
a burglary when he was a youth. 

Authorities have been told he 
had a hand in the series of re- 
cent bombings.on th¢ East Side, 
the latest of which damaged the 
automobile and home of East 
St. Louis “Police Commissioner 
Russell T. Beebe. 

Fash was questioned at the 
St. Louis county sheriff's office 
last night after he returmed 
commercial airliner from Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., where he had dlown 
a fighter plané for the Navy. 

He later told reporters he 
went to Parks Airport about 6 
o'clock Tuesday night, gave his 
two children a ride in Havey’s 
1947 Ryan Navion four-seater 
plane, and landed and left the 
field about 6:30 p.m. He left 
Lambert-St. Louis Field on the 
flight to Phoenix about 10:30 
a.m. Wednesday. 

After leaving Parks Airport 
Tuesday, Fash took his children 
home and went to Fairmount 
Race Track for the remainder of 
the evening, he said. 

No Fuel Put in Plane. 

At the time Fash completed 
his ride in Havey’s plane Tues- 
day, it had 20 to 30 gallons of 
gasoline in it, Fash said. Rec- 
ords at the airport show that no 
gas was put into Havey’s plane 
Tuesday. He was seen getting 
into the plane about 8 o’clock 
Tuesday night. 

A plane of the same make and 
description made a stop at Hot 
Springs, Ark., Wednesday after- 
noon with three men aboard. 
Fash said he and Havey had 
made a flight to Hot Springs 
about a month ago to attend 
horse races.

NEW DELHI, May 21 (UP)— 
High Indian sources said today 


direct talks between Communist 
China and the United States on 
the Far Eastern crisis were ex- 
pected to take place within 60 
days. Thé government refused 
official comment. 

The sources said India and 
Red China decided to seek a 
solution to the dispute within 
two months as a result of Am- 
bassador V. K. Krishna Menon’s 
trip to Peiping. 

Menon left Peiping for home 
today with Red China’s answers 
to the questions of a Formosa 
cease-fire and the release of 
American fliers jailed’ by the 
Communists. 

“We can look forward with 
hope,” he said, according to a 
Peiping radio broadcast. “The 
talks were very useful.” 

“Not in Our Hands.” 

But he added that the “results 
of our endeavors are not in our 
hands—I can only make efforts 
in the right direction.” 

“It is not possible for me ‘to 
go into detail regarding the con- 
versations,” he said in a state- 
ment broadcast by the Commu- 
nist New China News Agency.

Bill Kept on Calendar. 
The House kept the bill on 
its calendar and can call it up 
at any time, but there was no 
indication when this would be 
done.

The President’s plan calls for 
a 38 billion dollar program over 
10 years, with all of the in- 
creased spending — about 25 
billions—devoted to the 40,000- 
mile interstate system. 

e bulk of this interstate 
money would come from a 30- 
year bond issue, which would be 
outside the federal debt limit. 
The bonds would be repaid from 
federal gasoline and other motor 
vehicle taxes.

Physicist Tells Senators 


He’s Astonished How 
Long Radioactivity 
Lasts After Blast. 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP) 
—Dr. Ralph E. Lapp, nuclear 
physicist, told Congress yester- 
day the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission has put far too little 
emphasis on the lingering effects 
of radioactivity fallout — “the 


greatest peril to civil defense.” 

He said he is “astonished. at 
the slow rate at which radio- 
activity dies out” in an aréa 
subjected to the kind of heavy 
fallout produced by the H-bomb 
at Bikini in March 1954. 

The scientist, who has written 
extensively on this subject for 
the Bulletin of Atomic Sciéfi- 
tists, criticized the AEC for fail- 
ing to report to the American 
people some of the hazards. of 
fallout before last February. 

What AEC Reported. 

At that time, the AEC said 
in a formal report that persons 
within an area as large as 7000 
square miles would be imperilled 
by fallout from a thermonucléar 
explosion, unless they took pro- 
tective measures. Radioactive 
fallout is lethal dust particles 
carried thousands of feet up by 
an atomic or hydrogen explosion 
which then settle on the earth 
in roughly cigar-shaped area 
downwind of the explosion. 

Half of all persons who re- 
ceive a dose of 400 to 500 roent- 
gens will die, Lapp said. <A 
roentgen is a measurement of 
the absgrption of radioactivity. 

Lapp said that “figures of 
which I am» confident” show 
that 110 miléS downwind of a 
full-scale hydrogen bomb explo- 
sion an unprotected person 
would be exposed to an accumu- 
lation within his body of 815 
roentgens during a one-week 
period beginning two days after 
the explosion. He said that

Behind the Parades 


Soldiers, sailors, marines and airmen are pa- 


rading all over the nation today as a major part | 


of the sixth observance of Armed Forces Day. 

The regulars always look good, the reserves a 
trifle uneven and the war veterans a bit out of 
step at times. As the bands play and the crack 
outfits swing by with snap and precision, the 
cheering spectators take great pride in these 
parading men and the national security th 
represent. ; 

While the man in uniform is getting his due, 
the scientist, the engineer and the technician 
must not be forgotten. Although their weapons 
are such as test tube, slide rule and blueprint, 
the part these scientific men in mufti play in our 
national defense has been growing by leaps and 
bounds. Their discoveries assisted the fighting 
man tremendously in World War II and in the 
Korean conflict. 

* . * 

Now they are playing an even more important 
part in developing new weapons systems and im- 
proved armaments in the furious technological 
race which many military leaders and observers 
expect to be more important than any quantita- 
tive race for armed manpower. In this connec- 
tion it is worth noting that the Russians are 
training more young scientists than we are. 


As things now stand in this uneasy world, the 
United States, in its desire to maintain peace, 
is depending principally on its Air Force with 
its thermontitlear Weapons to provide a show of 
strength sufficient to prevent an act of aggres- 
sion against us. Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, Su- 
preme Commander of NATO, told the United 
States Conference of Mayors in New York last 
Thursday that even if Soviet Russia over-ran 
Europe at this moment Moscow would lose the 
war if the Western military powers retaliated 
with the atomic bomb. 

Yet the Senate Armed Services Committee on 
the same day approved a report which said the 
nation is unprepargd to meet an H-bomb attack 
upon it and called on the President to “assume 
personal responsibility” jn developing an ade- 
quate civil defense program. 

Im the midst of the hurly-burly éver whether 
the Russians have suddenly become stronger in 
the air than we are, Gen. Nathan F. Twining, 
chief of staff of the Air Force, said in a speech 
Friday that although “we have a lot of experi- 
ence in building big bombers, it looks as though 
the Soviets are getting ahead in production.” 

. * a 


There must be no complacency about all this. 
If the Russians really are ahead of us in the 
building of big jet bombers, why are we late in 
finding out about it? What now is being done 
to correct the situation? It would be dangerous 
to depend on our well-trained Strategic Air Com- 
mand’s ability to carry bombs to any point on 
the globe if this nation is not going to have the 
guided missile bases, the swift all-weather inter- 
ceptor planes and the civil defense setup that 
will enable it to meet with some acceptable de- 
gree of success any surprise enemy attack—re- 
mote as the possibility may be. 

In our research and development laboratories 
undoubtedly lie the answers to the big questions 
of whether the guided missile and the interceptor 
plane can keep the bomber out or not, and 
whether or not the surface warship can meet the 
growing menace of the submarine. 

Meantime our Army is in the process of being 
reduced to 1,000,000 men. This compares with 
1,600,000 men at the peak of the Korean fight- 
ing and about 1,250,000 men today. As the Army 
dwindles, it is counted upon to play a leading 
part with NATO in Europe, through Turkey, 
Greece, Iran, Iraq, Pakistan, Formosa, South 
Korea and Japan. It is doubted already that it 
could fight a “brush war” tomorrow without aid 
of atomic bombs. 

” * - 

This nation cannot maintain huge standing 
forces as does Russia. We count heavily on our 
military reserve units. But for years they have, 
with possible exception of the Air Force re- 
serves, been inadequate. In recognizing this, the 
Administration has worked to get the new re- 
serve bill through Congress. This bill, which 
would make the reserves a thing of substance, is 
stalled in the House. That is a most dishearten- 
ing shadow on Armed Forces Day. 

Is this nation to have nothing better than the 
present loose reserve system under which the 
Army—in particular—would have to rely on the 
poorly prepared skeleton forces of reserves? This 
is a question to reflect on as the parades go by.

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No Reason to Oppose School Bonds 


One of our readers argues in a letter for de- 
feat of the school bond issue next Thursday. The 
reader is justifiably irritated with Mrs. Irma, H. 
Friede, the School Board’s president, for direct- 
ing resumption of the objectionable practice of 
conducting a private dinner meeting before the 
monthly public meeting. 

We agree that Mrs. Friede and her Old Guard 
colleagues were ill advised to revive the practice 
under which public business can be discussed 
and even disposed of in the privacy of a down- 
town hotel room. But in our judgment the voters 
will hurt nobody but their own children if they 
defeat the bond issue merely in retaliation 
against Mrs. Friede and the other board members. 

These are separate and distinct matters. Pri- 
vate meetings are inherently bad. The way to 
eliminate them is to put sufficient pressure on 
individual board members so that they will mend 
their ways. The bond issue, on the other hand, 
is a vital necessity for the school system. It clear- 
ly deserves the two-thirds favorable majority 
that it must have for approval. 

The school ballot is a separate ballot, and it is 
the short one. In our opinion voters will strength- 
en their school system by putting an X in the box 
beside the words FOR THE LOAN. 
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Mrs. Sullivan’s Food Stamps 

It is a little disconcerting at first to agree with 
Representative Leonor K. Sullivan and Robert 
Rippeto, director of the St: Louis office of the 
State Welfare Division, that food stamps would 
be a godsend here. These are prosperous times, 
and it is a bit of a shock to realize that there are 
people who could well use some of the Govern- 
ment’s surplus food. 

But then the prosperity has not become wide- 
spread enough to close Mr. Rippeto’s office. In 
view of the Scriptural admonition about the poor, 
it probably never will. The high prices of boom 
times have only thinned out what can be done 
with regular state welfare funds. So why not 
use a portion of the federal surplus to supple- 
ment this aid? 

After all, only a small part of that surplus 
can be sold abroad, and short of a crisis such as 
that of World War II there is little chance that 
it will be made available on the home market. 
Much of it may spoil. , 

So Mrs. Sullivan was justified in introducing a 
‘hill which calls for the distribution | Rpeecoesg 
000,000 of surplus food each year to needy. 


This would be done by issuing food stamps to 
them through regular welfare agencies. The 
stamps could be used in stores. 

This should not interfere in any serious way 
with normal marketing operations. It should dis- 
pose of at least part of the federal surplus. And 
it should help where help is needed. 
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Think Last of New Taxes 


By six votes the House at Jefferson City de- 
clined to pass the sales tax increase bill. We 
hope the members stand fast. Undoubtedly they 
will be under great pressure to reverse them- 
selves when an effort to reconsider the bill is 
made next week. But Thursday's decision was 
the right decision. The House should stick to it. 

The bill, already approved by the Senate, calls 
for a referendum next October on a proposition 
to increase the sales tax from 2 to 2% per cent. 

Ostensibly, the purpose of the higher ‘tax 
would be to make more funds available for state 
aid to schools. Voters will be considering at the 
same election the Legislature's “foundation” 
school financing plan, and if this plan is adopted 
more revenues will be required for state school 
aid than are now available. 

Before the voters or the Legislature «decide 
that these revenues should come from an in- 
creased sales tax, however, there ought to be a 
thorough study of the entire state budget and 
tax problem. The House has set up a committee 
to make just such a study. That committee’s work 
ought to be available to the voters and the Legis- 
lature before any final decisions are made to in- 
crease the sales tax. 

The Representatives might well remind them- 
selves of the advice given by Dr. John F. Sly, 
the Princeton expert on state finance who re- 
cently addressed the Missouri League of Women 
Voters. When a state thinks it needs more money 
to discharge its obligations, its citizens should 
“think last,” he said, of new taxes. And he 
went on: 

Think first of loopholes and inequities in 
the present tax structure. Plug up the loop- 
holes and iron out the inequities. It may 
amaze you how much new money this may 
properly provide. 

That seems to us sound advice. Before rushing 
into new or higher taxes, Missouri should be cer- 
tain that its present tax system is equitable and 
is yielding what it should yield. Before rushing 
into new taxes, Missouri should be certain also 
that it is spending present revenues efficiently 
and equitably—particularly in the fields of state 
school aid and welfare expenditures. | 

For these reasons the House was right to re- 
ject the sales tax bill. It, should stick to that 
rejection. 
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Sickness Is Not Partisan 


Missouri's Senator Hennings is urging 
bipartisan support of federal grants for the 
construction of medical-schools and research 
facilities. He points to “a likely deficit by 1960 
of 42,000 qualified physicians.” One may add 
that those who might be cared for by these 
“missing” doctors are just as likely to be Re- 
publicans as Democrats. However projects in 
this field may be exploited at election time, 
public health simply is not a partisan affair. 

While a few new medical schools, including 
the four-year school of the University of Mis- 
souri, have been established in recent years, 
they can hardly make up for the half-century in 
which the training of doctors remained virtually 
at a dead level. They are not nearly sufficient 
to bring medical training into step with the in- 
crease in population. Needless to say, medical 
research also suffers from this lack of manpower. 

State universities like those of Missouri, Wash- 
ington and West Virginia get most of the credit 
for additional training facilities. This is because 
legislatures have been able to keep state univer- 
sity incomes more or less in line with rising 
costs. Missouri is somewhat an exception, but 
the Legislature does have the power to raise 
and allocate the needed money. But the great 
private universities which maintain our most 
distinguished medical schools are in a far less 
happy position. 

In spite of new endowments and higher fees, 
their income is off by about 20 per cent. per 
student. This is bound to affect their medical 
schools since these take about 30 per cent of-a 
university’s budget while representing only about 
10 per cent of the student body. Expansion 
without help seems out of the question. 

There are medical s@hool men who are afraid 
of federal aid because they fear federal control. 
Others protest that the enlargement of their 
schools is subject to diminishing returns. Per- 
haps the answer is more schools rather than 
larger ones. But whatever the right educational 
answer may be—and it will vary from situation 
to situation—it calls for money. And it is diffi- 
cult to see any adequate answer to this problem 
other than federal aid—with proper safeguards 
against federal domination. 

What makes a solution imperative, however, 
is not the problems of the schools, but the needs 
of the people.

How Much Must Letters Carry? 


As Congress ponders President Eisenhower's 
veto of the postal workers’ wage increase, it may 
also want to give a thought to postal revenues. 
These are not sufficient to provide the modern 
plants which might reduce costs, let alone meet 
a heavier payroll—even though a postal pay rise 
is long overdue. 

First class mail—letter mail—did bring in 
revenues 63 per cent greater than the cost of 
handling it in 1954. It accounted for 39 per cent 
of all income. In comparison, second class mail— 
papers, magazines and the like—brought in only 
3 per cent of the postal revenues. This covered 
only 21 per cent of the cost of handling it. This 
classification added $232,000,000 to the postal 
deficit. 

The cost of handling third class mail has gone 
up $108,000,000 since 1950, but third class reve- 
nues have gone up only $41,000,000. In 1954 these 
revenues fell 37 per cent+-or $147,000,000— 
short of meeting expenses. 

The postal service, of course, was not estab- 
lished, to make money. Its purpose is not only to 
facilitate communications but to disseminate 
printed matter for the sake of a more informed 
electorate. But the reasoning of the Administra- 
tion is that first class mail should carry more of 
the cost, even though President Eisenhower said 
that second and third class revenues also are 
too low. 

But is it fair to insist on a higher rate for let- 
ters which already are bringing in more than 
their handling costs while transmitting other 


classes of mail at a discount? There is merit in- 


the argument for low second class rates as a 
contribution to public enlightenment—although 
one may wonder how much enlightenment is 
provided by some who take advantage of it. But 
surely it should provide more than 3 per cent 
of postal revenues before another stamp is re- 
quired on the letters which now form the only 
mail category that more than pays its Way.

The Market Made Easy 


WALL STREET: MEN AND MONEY, by Martia 
Mayer. (Harper & Bros., 274 pgqs., $3.50.) 
Much of the material in this descrip- 

tive study of Wall Street is presented in 
narrative form through the personalities 
of financial leaders, capturing something 
of their outlook as well as describing 
their financial functions. Writing for a 
popular audience, Mr. Mayer treats cred- . 
itably a wide variety of the technical as- 
pects of the little-understood money 
market (such as the influence of bond 
yields on trading in risky investments) 
and at the same time devotes a good 
deal of attention to such sidelights as 
the trappings of some of the Street’s 
plushier offices. 

Some important institutional changes 
are taking place in the New York finan- 
cial market. One of these is the decline 
in the importance of the stock ex- 
changes due to in- 
creasing use of oth- 
er methods of fi- 
nancing — namely, 
accumulated earn- 
ings . and bonds. 
“Wall Street: Men 
and Money” reveals 
what Wall Streeters 
think is the cause 
of their troubles 
and evaluates the 
fate of some of 
their proposed solu- 
tions. 

The widely adver- 
tised Monthly 
(stock) Investment 
Plan failed of its own merits. The 
hoped-for stimulant of corporate tax re- 
lief via dividend. credit was never 
achieved. It was dropped in favor of 
the recently enacted individual income 
tax dividend relief when, according to 
Mayer, “Some bright lad in the Eisen- 
hower Administration .. . worked it out 
that the big contributors would benefit 
more if the plan were turned around.” 


The author demonstrates admirably 
his skill as a trained reporter. Certain- 
ly the most outstanding feature of this 
study is the enormous amount of re- 
search and leg-work that must have 
been necessary to write it. Mr. Mayer 
has uncovered, among the operations of 
New York’s brokers, bankers and under- 
writers, some arresting and fascinating 
information, and even material which 
has little intrigue value—such as the 
detailed minutiae in recording stock 
transactions—becomes lively through his 
rapid pace and breezy writing style. 

When this style endeavors to treat 
some important policy questions, how- 
ever, it tends to leave incorrect implica- 
tions. For example, in reporting Wall 
Street’s view of the effect of the capital 
gains tax on stock trading, Mr. Mayer 
says that the tax “paralyzes pedple who 
have made profit on stocks they have 
held less than six months.” An econo- 
mist might question both the inference 
here as well as its significance. 


Again on vy eg subject, Mr. May- 
er’s comment fhat “In Britain and else- 
where, there is no tax at all on capital 
gains,” implies a policy of fairness that 
is not duplicated in this country. He 
neglects to mention the fact that Brit- 
ain’s concept of income for tax purposes 
differs from ours in that it leaves all 
non-regularly recurrent income tax-free. 
Still, on balance, the book’s many vir. 
tues easily outweigh these possible ob 
jections, and it handily achieves its 
dual purpose of providing informative 
and entertaining reading about Wal)

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DR GRAHAM STRESSES 
MEDICAL FRONTIER 


Urges Young Surgeons to 
Prepare Selves to Make 
New Discoveries. 


i 

Medical students who plan to 
specialize in surgery and young 
surgeons were urged to prepare 
themselves to open the physio- 
logical frontiers of medicine by 
Dr. Evarts A. Graham in an ad- 
dress last night at Northwestern 
Medical School, Chicago. 

Dr. Graham, emeritus Bixby 
professor of surgery at Wash- 
ington University Medical 
School, delivered the first an- 
nual Rollin T. Woodyatt memo- 
rial lecture at the Chicago 
medical school. He paid tribute 
to Dr. Woodyatt, declaring his 
only fault was his “perfection- 
ism.” 


Physicians today are too will- 
ing to accept the idea that 
eight to 10 days are required 
to heal an uninfected wound, 
he said. Continued exploration 
in the far-reaching field of phys- 
iology may explain a patient’s 
metabolism and the affects of 
trauma of surgical operations. 

“If we could understand better 
the fundamental chemical proc- 
esses,” he said, “might we not 
look ‘forward to the time when 
healing of an ordinary wound 
would require perhaps only two 
or three days and the healing 
of a fractured bone only two or 
three weeks? 

“Only recently have any con- 
siderable number of young sur- 
geons. undertaken a_ serious 
study of chemistry to equip 
themselves to help close some 
of the physiological frontiers of 
surgery. Would it not be ex- 
citing for a surgeon to discover 
a method of dissolving gallstones 
sé wouldn’t any surgeon be 
happy to discover a method 
which would eradicate cancer by 
the simple use of the hypoder- 
mic needle?” 

He envisioned the time when 
surgery will have “completed its 
cycle” and be little moré than 
applied anatomy as it was a cen- 
tury ago.

MIAMI, Fla., May 21 — The 
Southern Baptist Convention yes- 
terday shied away from a pro- 
posal that it congratulate the 
government of Argentifia and its 
President Peron on the projected 
disestablishment of the Roman 
Catholic Church as the State 
Church of Argentina. 


Although the resolution of- 
fered by a delegate was greeted 
with long, loud applause by the 
Southern Baptist Convention, it 
was not permitted to come to 
a vote, It was referred to a 
special committee of five that 
is expected to bring in a resolu- 
tion that will reaffirm the his- 
toric Baptist doctrine of the 
separation of church and state, 
but omitting both any praise of 
Peron or mention of the Roman 
Catholic Church. These two 
items in the original resolution 
brought opposition from the 
convention. 


The resolution was offered by 
the 82-year-old Rev. Dr. L. E. 
Barton of Montgomery, Ala. 

The first objection came from 
the Rev. Dr. Duke McCall, presi- 
dent of the Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, Louisville, 
Ky., and a former executive 
secretary of the convention. 

“We don’t want to appear as 
condoning the Peron govern- 
ment,” the Rev, Dr. McCall said. 
Might Embarass Missionaries, 

He pointed out that the reso- 
lution might embarrass the 45 
Southern Baptist missionaries in 
Argentina. Whereupon conven- 
tion President James W. Storer 
called for a statement by the 
Rev. Dr. Baker J. Cauthen, sec- 
retary of the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the denomination, 
Richmond, Va. 


“Argentina is led by a strong 
man, and the strong-man gov- 
ernment is not our democratic 
way,” the Rev. Dr. Cauthen said. 

The Rev. Dr. Barton then of- 
fered to reduce his resolution 
to a single sentence to register 
Baptist approval of the Argen- 
tine. deputies’ action, and leav- 
ing out all mention of the Roman 
Catholic Church and President 
Peron. 

But even this watered-down 
version failed to stop criticism 
from other delegates, and a sub- 
stitute motion to refer the reso- 
lution to a special committee was 
quickly passed. President Storer 
immediately named the Rev. Dr. 
Cauthen chairman of the five- 
man committee. 

First Vigorous Debate. 

The Barton resolution was 
the first matter to produce 
vigorous debate in three days of 
convention sessions. The con- 
vention opened Wednesday and 
will adjourn today. 

In a resolution approved yes- 
terday, the Southern Baptists 
urged that the United States as- 
sume the role of “peacemaker” 
in the current international 
crisis. 

The same resolution also de- 
nounced “a preventive war,” op- 
posed universal military train- 
ing, and urged continued par- 
ticipation in the United Nations. 

The convention voted to hold 
its 1958 session in Houston, 
Tex. It will meet next year in 
Kansas City and in 1957 in Chi- 
cago. 

A national “Crusade for Chris- 
tian Morality” will be led by the 
Southern Baptist Sunday School 
Board during the last three 
months of 1955 and thrcughout 
1956, under a plan approved by 
the convention.

Presbyterians Urge World Bar

LOS ANGELES, May 21 (AP)

refugee relief act and a world 
bar on atomic and hydrogen 
bombs are asked for by the 
nation’s largest Presbyterian 
body, 

The 167th general assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America yes- 
terday authorized its clerk to 
ask that the refugee-admission 
program be stepped up. The 
written request will go to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles and 
Scott McLeod, refugee relief 
administrator. 

The Presbyterians were told 
that they have 470 assurances 
of jobs for refugees, as required 
for persons admitted under the 


ct. 

Fifty-six Presbyterian - spon- 
sored refugees have arrived, said 
the Rev. Glenn Ogden, and “‘the 
Government assures us that the 


speed of arrivals is to greatly 
crease.” 

The assembly approved an 
appeal sent previously from the 
World Council of Churches to 
presbyteries and churches for 
study. 

“We believe that there are 
two conditions of crucial impor- 
tance which must be met if ca- 
tastrophe is to be avoided,” the 
appeal said.

There seemed little 
doubt the plebiscite would show 
a strong majority for church- 
state separation.

The Health Service’s polio 
advisory committee met all day

Dr. Scheele said 
this and other recommendations 
of the group were being sent 
immediately to medical and 
public health authorities.

The 
committee believes further that 
deviations from the procedures 
used in those trials should be 
made only on the basis of the 
soundest evidence.

HELD IN SHOOTING 
Ot WOMAN IN RENO

Former St. Louisan Wounded, 
Said to Have Attempted 
to End Own Life.

RENO, Nev., May 21—A for- 
mer St. Louisan was held here 
today in the shooting of a 
woman companion early yester- 
day after she allegedly refused 
to accompany him to Florida. 

The man said he was Charles 


Alan Robinson, formerly of the 
4400 block of Gibson avenue. 
The woman, who was in a seri- 
ous condition at Washoe Medical 
Center here with a bullet wound 
of the chest, is Mrs. Mary Ruth 
Denny, 32 years old, of Car- 
michael, Calif. 

After Robinson shot the wom- 
an, police said, he turned the 
pistol on himself in an unsuc- 
cessful effort to end his life. He 
suffered a superficial wound of 
the right temple. 

Police Lt. Reno Ferretto, who 
investigated the shooting, said 
Robinson, Mrs. Denny and a 
friend she was visiting here, 
Mrs. Martha M. Knecht, at- 
tended the 1 a.m. floor show at 
the Golden Hotel. 

After leaving the hotel and 
while they were standing on the 
sidewalk in front of the place, 
witnesses heard a woman shout: 
“My God, don’t shoot,” the offi- 
cer said. 

Robinson was seen by a wit- 
ness to fire one shot at Mrs. 
Denny, Ferretto reported. She 
fell against a glass door of the 
hotel and then to the sidewalk. 
He put the pistol to his head 
and. fired. The shot missed and 
he fired again, the bullet graz- 
ing his temple. 

A policeman, attracted by the 
scream and the sound of the 
shots, ran up and kicked the 
pistol, a 9-millimeter Belgian 
weapon, from Robinson’s hand. 
As he was being taken to the 
hospital, he said to a policeman, 
“Tell her I’m sorry.” 

At the hospital, Mrs, Denny 
told Ferretto: “Al Robinson 
shot me. There was no argu- 
ment. I wouldn’t go to Florida 
with him. He followed me here 
from St. Louis. He toid me: ‘I 
came here to kill you.’ How he 
found. out where I was, I'll 
never know.”

Sufferings of a Royal Lady 


LIVIA DE HAVILLAND, who occupies approximately 

the same first-lady niche in the movies that Katharine 

Cornell does on the stage, has taken the same vehicle, 
“THAT LADY,” which Miss Cornell used on the stage five 
) years ago for a sumptuous English-made 
historical film in CinemaScope. 

The play was written by Kate O’Brien 
from her novel by the same name. The 
film, showing at the ST. LOUIS THEATER, 
was scripted by Anthony Veiller and’ Sy 
Bartlett. Both suffer from the same faults, 
curiously enough—a studied staginess and 
high-flown but essentially sterile language that cannot 
qnite breathe life into the grandiloquent situations involving 
the court of Philip II in Renaissance Spain. Both have 
been well acted within the limits of their scripts. The movie 
has the added advantage of having its outdoor scenes filmed 
in Spain, giving us the grandeur of great castles, the sweep 
ef mountains and the bleakness of the. Spanish plains in 
addition to rich interiors. 


As Ana de Mendoza, widowed princess of Aboli, who 
wears a black patch over her right eye because she lost it 
in a youthful duel, Miss De Havilland is appealing and nobly 
gracious. Gilbert Roland is at least visually Antonio Perez, 
Philip’s secretary of state, although not as polished as one 
would expect. I don’t think it is their fault that all the 
suffering in their tragic love affair doesn’t become imme- 
diate and moving in the script, but rather seems as remote 
as if viewed objectively in a museum. Paul Scofield as 
Philip comes out best, a man harried by his own jealousy 
and tortured by the revenge which he exacts from the 
lovers.

And that is what the nut 
bread her mother used to make, 
and which she loved so much 
as a child, demands. 

She has not been satisfied 
with the results when she has 
substituted another type of 
flour. Perhaps the addition of 
a few tablespoons of melted 
shortening will be the remedy. 
“Regular” flour has a smaller 
fat content and less flavor. 
Probably the original recipe 
called for some sugar and this 
might also be increased a little. 

By the way, a loaf of baking 
powder bread of any type will 
almost invariably crack at the 
top. This is no detriment to 
appearance. In fact after loaf 
is sliced, the uneven crust is 
attractive. The baking time 
should be about an hour even 
for a small loaf and the tem-

perature should be moderate, 
about 350 degrees F. 


Dried fruit is often added to 
a recipe for a nut bread. Cut 
raisins, apricots, prunes or dates 
all add individual and delicious 
flavor. The prunes and apricots 
should not be soaked but mere- 
ly cut into small pieces with 
scissors. They will absorb mois- 
ture after they have been mixed 
into the batter. 


By the way, breads of this 
type should be allowed to cool 
before they are sliced. Then 
they may be served with butter 
when they will furnish a good 
luncheon dessert or accessory 
to afternoon tea. 

Nut Bread. 


Two cups sifted flour, three 
teaspoons baking powder, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
sugar, three-fourths cup chopped 
nuts, one egg, beaten; one cup 

milk, three tablespoons melted 
shortening. 

Sift together flour, baking

powder, salt and sugar. Add 
nuts. Combine egg, milk and 
shortening. Add liquid to flour 
mixture, stirring until flour is 
well moistened.

Yield: One loaf. 


Fruit Nut Bread,

Dog Notes |

Care of Dog’s Teeth. 


ANY owners of valuable 

dogs brush their pet’s teeth 

not with tooth paste or pow- 
der but with charcoal. This 
brushing keeps the teeth in con- 
dition, which in turn helps in- 
sure a sweet breath. This may 
sound foolish, but it is a sound 
practice. 


Puppies require little or no 
attention to their teeth until 
they dre about four months old. 
Normally at that age they start 
losing their puppy or milk teeth 
which are in turn replaced by 
a permanent set. During this 
period of dentation it may be- 
come necessary to pull out one 
of the loose puppy teeth in or- 
der that a permanent tooth un- 
derneath may come into place 
properly. The eruption of the 
permanent teeth to displace the 
milk teeth is a gradual process, 
but it is at this time that pup- 
pies are prone to convulsions. 

If your pup seems to be hav- 
ing trouble, and has a sore or 
tender mouth, wash it out daily 
with a solution of boric acid or 
potassium chlorate — one tea- 
spoonful to ‘a glass of warm 
water. In fact, I recommend 
you give your pet this treatment 
as a safeguard even if trouble 
does not seem to be present. 


As a dog grows older his 
teeth become encrusted with 
tartar, which if allowed to re- 
main may cause recession and 
soreness of the gums. 


Large bones to chew on help 
to prevent tartar from forming, 
but despite his bone-gnawing 
tartar will form and should be 
removed by a vet once a year or 
so. When a dog has an exces- 
sive amount of tartar ft indi- 
cates that the animal suffers 
from indigestion or auto-intoxi- 
cation, due to a faulty diet or 
insufficient exercise. Take your 
dog no matter how old he is to 
a veterinarian at least once a 
year and have his teeth checked. 


Gay Cummerbunds 


Gay cotton cummerbunds are 
replacing tailored belts on many 
of this summer’s cotton skirts. 
Broadcoth is the material used 
most often and is effective in 
such shades as yellow, turquoise, 
Kelly green, or royal blue, The 
cummerbunds are worn with 
black or other dark colored 
skirts as well as with the all- 
over printed ones.

St. Levis Health Commissioner 


ABIES is on the increase in 

St. Louis. The Health Divi- 

sion is responsible for rabies 
control and the people of St. 
Louis should know and be kept 
up-to-date on the rabies situa- 
tion here. 

To date this year 539 persons 
have reported to the Health 
Division's Pasteur (dog bite) 
Clinic, 181 of whom had to take 
the preventive Pasteur treat- 
ment, as compared to 567 per- 
sons registering and 85 treated 
for the same period of time in 
1954

SINCE the first of the year 
11 rabid dogs (four in the past 
r.onth) have been diagnosed by 
laboratory examination — five 
more than had been found this 
time last year. 

It is true—and fortunately so 
—that there hasn't been a case 
of human rabies in St. Louis 
since 1942. But one wonders 
how long our luck will prevail. 
The ‘.evitable termination of 
the disease in agonizing death 
has made it one of the most 
feared maladies affecting man. 
Furthermore, the unpleasant 
series of “shots” which must be 
given when indicated, and the 
realization: that the shots are 
not always without danger, is a 
potent reason to eliminate as 
many treatments as possible.

ST. LOUIS has a model rabies 
ordinance. Rabies can be con- 
trolled as we well know from 
our 1951 experience—but in en- 
forcing our ordinance we need 
a lot of help and understanding 
from you—the citizens of St. 
Louis. 

When a person is bitten by a 
dog it is imperative for that 
person to visit his doctor or 
the Health Division's Pasteur 
Clinic at once. 

It is equally important that 
the police be notified immedi- 
ately, and that the dog be 
quarantined for 11 days where 
it can be inspected dally by a 
veterinarian for signs of rabies. 
If a biting dog cannot be found, 
or the owner for any reason 
makes it impossible to impound 
and observe the animal there is 
no other recourse but for the 
human victim to take the Pas- 
teur treatment.
